At 
llii'ii^^eol iiliicli'cn liu ciiloiei llio 
ai niy :t» an ensign, and the same 
year, \96H, lint amelled powder in 
the llnrinoio war. At tlie storming 
of Myat-toon he led Ibo parly wliicli 
first HcaliMl the walls, ami wasHovvrc- 
ly wounded in llie left tlii|;li by a 
ritle ball. Itcliiniiii^Mo Kii^'laiid be 
ivccivtHi honorable mviilioii in ibe 
diapatchCi. At the ontbrcak of Ibe 
CrimcBn war. In 18.>1, liclandcil with 
llic Ninetennlli I.ij;lit Infantry and 
•crycil ill the tixncbeH sh an asoltt- 
aiit Kncineer. Coiispicons services 
ill ilie aliai'k cm llic i,iM:in'ics, in Ibe 
assault of June IHtli, ami in the tliird, 
foiirtb and tiftb bombardment) 
Seiiastupool won for him repealed' 
mention in dlspatcbcs.

:il)lh, iti^, wliilu bo was in charge of 
lliu advanced line of sappi'rs, llic 
Unssiaii)) niadi' a soi lii , and in llieen- 
sning skiriniiib WulNeley i-eceiveU 
such Injuries to ill* hMd «nd face 
from Hpllntci's of atone caused by 
a round filiot striking a gabion, that 
not only was he com|icircd to retire 
on the sick list, but Ins eyesii.'lil was 
uiMisidefed for some lime lo be in 
(lonl. Uut this calamity waaavurtuii, 
and he onee more Joined bit regiment, 
and was wrecked In 1867 In the 
Straits of BaucB while proceeding In 
II. M. 8. Transit to China. During 
tlie Indian Mutiny be took part in 
the relief ot l.ucknow. In Ibe sie^'e 
and capture ol tlic aamo place, and in 
defence of Alurobagb by Sir Janioii 
Outram, together with aevoral cn- 
i;agcniciits which took place in con- 
nection Willi that 8triif;<;le. After 
tliis be was in (iinle with Sir Hope 
(Jiiiiil, lo whose force be acted as 
liuarlermaBter-Cioncral. lie contin- 
ued to serve in India during 1858 and 
1859, and in 1860 served upon tbu 
Qubtermaster-ticncrarR stall' during 
tbo Cliincso war, and was present at 
the takiiif; of llie Takii forts. AVIien 
ditlic nlli(!H wiTi! threatened between 
the United Slates and (iieat Itritain 
owing to the atlVir of the Trent, Wol- 
teley waa sent to Canada bj bis Ciov- 
oriinient. He afterwards visited tbo 
Confodorate Army. I.«ter, in Decem- 
ber, 1802, bo was engaged in putliii<.r 
III! end l<i Iroiililesln the Kcd Uiver 
Settlement. >Vben a general was 
nati^ to conduct the war in the 
Aahantce country, Wolsoloy was so- 
loctcd for the honor. The manner 
in which ho carried on the caiiipai^'ii 
proved bifrhly successful, and upon 
liisrelniii In 10iij;land be receired 
the thanks of both Houses ofl'arlia- 
ment, a grant of £86.000^ and An oft'er 
of a baroiiotcy. This was declined. 
A special mission to Natal In 1875, a 
brief experience ns tul interim gov- 
oniment of Natal and a number of 
the liulian Conncil, and a reKideiice 
ill the island of Cvprnsas High 
Ooinmissiouor and Commandor-ln- 
Cliief, alter the Earl of Boaconsfiold 
annexed tbo island ill 1879, are tlio 
next incidents in liis career. The 
Islandbwaiia (or Isaiidnla) disaster 
in tlie Znln war, caused the llritisli 
ministry to send Wolsoloy out to take 
command. Ue found the war nearly 
over ou his arrival, 1;at he used all 
the powers he Doseessed to settle the 
question relating to it. From 1874 
to 1876 bo was Inspcetor-Cieneral of 
tbo Auxiliary Forces, dm ini; wliii^li 
period he mado hiroself popular with 
the volunteer soldiers of ilio United 
Kingdom, an army of civilian troops 
numbering about two hundred thous- 
and men. Tbo bombardment of Al- 
e\!tndria, ,Inlv tbeHtb and 12th 1882, 
followed by Arabi liey's retreat into 
the interior and threatened serious 
resistance bv the rebels against the 
Khsdive'a Ooverumeut< led to Woise- 
lejr bolng Bgata oatmaM wttb th» 



Hp 
was given full coinniand of the land 

ton es, with orders to operate jointly 
wilh Admiral Scyiiioiir of the navy. 
He sailed on August 2d, 1832, with 
the Uorsa Guards and the Second 
IJfe Guai-d«, arriving at' Aloxandrin 
on Aiit;iist l ltb, iwodays after Arabi 
had been declared a rebel by tl.o 
.Sultan, and al oiii i.' issued a procla- 
mation ilr'elariii'„' Kiiglanii's solo 
object lo bu Ibe resUiriiig of {x'ace lo 
Kgypl. Uii Wednesday, Se|iteiiiber 
12, tbo decisive battle ot Tol-cl-Kebir 
was fongbl, roHUllliig in the l onipli te 
lont of ihe Kgyptiaii iibcI-. llnlhi' 
l ltb of Sepleinber, (ieni ial Wolselev 
eiili red Cairo, Arabi l!e\ surrendered, 
mid tbo relicllion was pr.ietically at 
an end. The Kr.tisb rarl ai.eni 
iTwanled Wolseley with u grant of 
X.)(),U()il tor bis services, and by Ibe 
t^iieen he was created Itaioii Wolseley 
of Cairo anil of Wolseley in Ibe 
country of.Slaffonl. Aflec receiving 
those flattoiing honors bo lived in 
their quiet ciijoymenl. nnlil the 
rescue of General Gordon from 
Kbartoiiiii was enlriisliMl to biin. 

OpiiiioiiH vary greatly asio Wolse- 
ley 's capabililiuaas u soldier. "Xolli- 
ing Buccpodt like siiccoss," however, 
and there can be no (|iicstlun as tu 
his pre-omiuoiit gowl-l'urtuue.

carry forward at once. Uut Wolseley 
was four mnntlis reaching tlic pi-cseui 
posilloii (Ml the Nile, and re-enforce- 
nienlsluuelio meaiia of moving lo 
bis rescue with any greater rapidity. 
They can hi' sent iipllir b'l'd .^c:t to 
Suakiii, but between llial point and 
the Nile thoro is an almost unknown 
stretch of desert without a jutUcient 
water tuppljr for any large force.— Ex.

York Sunday Night. 

Nkw YoiiK, Feb. 2.— Tlicdynaniitards 
met in Ibe I'earl street hall last night 
and applauded the . dry>goods clerks 
for tlie (ii'ttiid street explntion. 
Walker Klliot. on taking tlie chair, 
said : "Yon all know what has lieon 
done recently, ami I think you are 
satisflod with it. [Applause.] I 
know that I am. We don't need to 
send material to tbo other side. It 
can be nianiifacturcd llicrc." 

O'Donovaii Itossa, in a wild and 
freiizieil manner, made the chief 
spei'cli. In the course of bis remarks 
lie said : "1 have boeu threatenedi 
I lwv« had oiore thrattening letten 
senttoine tnts past week than a 
thousand men in a lifetime. But I 
am not afraid. No; Kossa is not 
afraid of all Kiigland and lior min- 
ions. The ^rlorious acts of last week 
Ki u 111 Id lip to the world at mnnler- 
ous,BBdtbe innoo(nt baltes hurled 
areheld up In horror. WeHandgood. 
Uow many Irish women and cnild- 
ren has Kiiglnnd liiirtcd and inunler- 
ed? There will bo no peace for 
Ireland until all tlie Knglish land- 
lords are killeil or frightened out of 
tbo lslandt~-{{iMir and idU cries 
of 'deatlrt(nBmioraK*]l!flteB Burke 
and Cavondisb were slain B few. years 
ago, a cry of horror wcntul). Istood 
alone among tbo editors of tbo conn- 
try in defense of tliat removal. I 
cried for joy. And now every man 
and woman in Amorlca except the 
anglo-maniacs arc glad those villiaiis 
were slain. I believe not an Irish 
heart exists in America or in the 
whole world but wepl for joy ut (he 
news of the explosions lasl week.

I 
tell voii before long sbe will get more 
of it— (wild yells and cries of 'Dyiia 
mite, dyiiaiiiite']— and tliis country 
is passing laws against dynamile 
inaiiufacturo. Bah! Artbur is 
being made a fool of. What right 
has no to ask Congress in his message 
to suppress us ' It's Knglisli gold 
and English detectives are making a 
fool of liliii. 1 know some of these 
spies. I know wlial they arc doing. 
1 know McDoriiiott did It, and this 
man I'lielan it a spy paid witli £u- 
glisli monoy. I am not afraid to s&v 
so. Ho put up the Job that g< t 
Kdmiimls lo put up t|ie dynamite 
bill. (Yellsaiid curses.] AVIiat right 
have these anglo-iuaniaes, these sons 
of I'uritans, to fry to put ns down? 
Are there not luoi-e Irishmen tbau 
sons of Puritans In this country?"

Tlie counties report 
too many idiots, send np fraudulent 
witness claims and in oilier ways 
draw money from tlie Slate illegally, 
but how is tho evil to he remedied ? 
The Auditor lias several times refused 
to pay these suspicious claims, only 
to be ordered by llie courts to pay 
them in the end. If tlie Commercial 
can give a satisfactory solution of 
the troublesome problem, it will be 
doing the State an invaluable sorvlco. 



The following programme for the 
luaugnral ceremonies has been ar- 
ranged:

Speaking of State finances, tho 

Louisville Commeroial says: ' 

"The fact that the cost of prosecu- 
tions in criminal cases jumped from 
♦84,000 in 18G5 to |202,000 in ISm and 
grew larger every year for lil'toen 
years is convincing that it was nolh- 
iiig but sheer robbery. The repeal 
of obnoxious laws in 1880 reduced 
the average cost of these prosecutions 
ahoiitflOO^OOO, but the fact tiiat they 
still ran up to about |200,000 shows 
that tiie county nugs have learned a 
new way to steal, and are still plun- 
dering the treasury under cover of 
law. Nothing but a change of the 
system or the appointment of agents 
to mi the penitentiary with tho 
thieves will prevent this i-obbcry. 
A study of tlio books shows that iu 
the dcpaffiment of criminal prosecu- 
tions tlie steal has reached at least a 
million in tifteen years. In the cost 
of keeping idiots during the same 
lime tliei* lias been a steal of $500,- 
OQO , while iu oilier expenditures, 
-WhleJIl I have bad no time to exam- 
Ine closely, there arc indications of 
other crookedness, which may add 
1600^000 more to the robbery. The 
LeinsUtares have aided and abetted 
these thlefea by refusing to erect 
' lafoguards when tho opportunities 
lb steal wore pointed out. The mem- 
bers were afraid of tbeir county offi- 
cers and iwllticiauB who were at the 
head of rings generally, and this 
chain of rings througlioni the State 
has pursued its way of plundering 
and stealing witli tho connivance of 
tho Loglslalurc. If an investigation 
WOTC ordered, as in the case of Jef- 
ferson county, a committee was ap- 
pointed .that belonged body and soul 
totheriaft and anything like fttcts 
WMinppiMewL" 



London, Feb. 7, 12 :30 r. M.-Tiie 
War Oftice lias issued the following 
telegram from ticu. Wolsely : It an- 
nounces that the fall of Kharlonm 
took place on .Ian. 2i;ili. He says 
that Col. Wilson arrivi d at Khar- 
toum .laniiary 2Slh, and was greatly 
surprised to And the enemy were in 
possession of that place. He iuiuic- 
dialoly started on a return down the 
river, and proceeded uuder lieavy 
lire from the rebels. When some 
miles below the Shiublaka Cataract, 
Col. Wilson's steamers were wrecked, 
but be and bis whole party managed 
to roach an island in safety, where 
they are secure. A steamer , has 
gone to bring them back to the Brit 
isli camp near Metomneh. Gen 
Wolsely says ho has no information 
regarding tlie fate of General Gor- 
don, and docs not know whetlicr be 
Is dead or alive. 

IKHV IT \V.\S DONE 
The M'.ihdl li;>d (■)(UKX) men in the 
vicinity of Khartoum, and he iii'.ro- 
duced a number of emissaries into 
the city. These emissaries mingled 
freely witli the native troops under 
General Gordon, and by bribes, 
thieati and religions feelings Induced 
them to mutiny. 7,000 of the garrison 
deserted to the rebels, leaving Gor- 
don only 2,60U ftUhlul soldiers. 
With Ihis small foixe lie attempted 
to bold the elly against the Mahdl's 
great army, but, after severe fighting, 
in which a large number of rebels 
were killed, be was compelled 
surrender. . 

A dispatch liom Gubat gives the 
substance of an interview with Col 
Worlley, who coiniiiandcd Col. Wil 
son's steamers whieli ai)proaehed 
lihartonm. and were obliijed to re 
treat. Col. n'ortley says that the 
fortilii:ations siirrouiulir.g the city 
seemed to be iu flames. 1 Ic saw lln ee 
steamers between bim and the city, 
but could not make out whether they 
were iu possession of El Mabdi's men 
or not. He thinks that if the enemy 
had hecii in much force, they would 
have pursued him in which case he 
would liavc been at their mercy. As 
it was, bis men bad a narrow escape 
fromdcstrnetion atlhe bands of tlio 
Arabs, who kepi up a Are from the 
hanks of the river. Sonic of tho of- 
tleeis think Gmdon may have cscap 
cd by the boat down the while Nile, 
but Col. Worlley and those in hest 
position to know, inelmling (Jen. 
Wolsely, express no doubt that the 
intrepid defender of Kbartoum per- 
islied when tho city fell. 

Advices from the Soudan indicate 
Ibatmany ofthe ft-lendly tribes are 
showing signs of defection from the 
llritisli cause since the roceipt of the 
news of Gordon's capture. This is 
especially true of the powerfhl Kab- 
habish tribe. It is feared that if the 
detection liceomes eoniplcte it will 
enalilc Kl Malidi to prevent Wolsc 
ley's retreat or roinforcerocut by the 
Nile. 

Advices flrom Gubat dated Kebrii 
ary 1 give gloomy statements about 
tho condition of Stewart's little army 
tliera. The mou have been placed ou 
Ihroe-quartors rations. 

THE SITUATION SUltMED tJP. 

Gen. Stewart's command of about 
1 100 ineu arc at Gubat surrouud 
by 30,000 Arabs. Two gut of three 
of Col. Wilson's steamers were 
I wrecked on an island iu the Nile in 
tlie retreat from Khartoum ami art 
in a very bad condition, surrounded 
by Arabs and without arms or stores. 
The other steamer escaped and 
brought tlie news. Two regiments 
aregoiugupthe Nile to rescue Wil- 
son and Stewart Qen Wolsely is at 
Kortl hundreds of miles away with a 
small force and Gen. Earl is making 
every effort to reach tho .scattered 
forces in the vicinity of Metomneh. 
Ceil Cordon, liio chief commander, is 
either dead or a prisoner and his force 
of native troops have all been massa- 
cred or have deserted to the enemy. 
The Nile is falling rapidly and the 
hot season will begin Jlaich 1st. 
Eiiglaud has decided to send more 
soldiers at once, but it will take

Wc learn that many naval olUeers 
are outsimken in a desire to see Ci>v. 
J. Proctor Knott made Secretary of 
the Navy, and give many good 
reasons for such a desire. 

Tiiey say he Is known by both par- 
ties as an able,energcticandthorougb- 
i ly honest man, in consequence of 
which appropriations for tho recoii- 
strootlon of the Navy would be voted 
without any hesitation. They also 
claim that he has taken a great in- 
terest in the Navy for many years 
past, as is evidenced by bis speeches 
in debate on the various naval ap- 
propriation bills, and has even lived 
oil board a man of war, commanded 
l>y a gallant Kentuckian, Admiral 
.louetl, in order to tliOTOUghly famil- 
iarize himself w ith the workings of 
the vessel and the manifold duties of 
the olliecrs and erew. We cannot 
see how rresidciit Cleveland can do 
better than to place Gov. Kiiotl in 
this position. With the above (piali- 
llcations, and as Governor of a great 
Democratic State, lie would carry 
weight and strength into the Cabinet, 
and give an evidence to the people 
of the country that honesty and abili- 
ty would control the much talked 
against Navy Department for the 
next four years. Can any true Ken 
tuckian Ihil to wish for such a state 
of aft'alrs? 

With the proper eflbrt on the part 
of the Kentucky delegation in Con- 
gress and tl'.e State press this matter 
an be placed lietbre President Cleve- 
land ilia very eonviiiciugllght. Tliere 
are very few statesmen who are 
filled for the naval department, 
and Gov. Knoll is, we believe, one of 
the few who possesses the necessary 
qualifications in an eminent degree. 
We do not know that Gov. Knoll 
desires a Cabinet position, but the 
President would consult the best 
interosU of the country by tendering 
him tho naval portfolio.

The que^ition itself is 
one which int<!rest8 every one, and forces 
itself uixiii the miud, refusing to 1-e 
lightly ilisniissed. 

The writer divides humanity, in re- 
gard to this questton, into tliree parts : 
one which holds its religion to be the 
b;iBis of nioraUly, and fears that only a 
small minority of llie wnild will Inne 
uiiytlihig to do with Ihem ; one wiii.'li 
declares the world to be on llie evi- of ii 
moral interregnum, and a third chiss. 
whiili is much the largest, compiweil o( 
sensible men and women who aie desir- 
ous of knowing if the principles oi hum ui 
action ore stable, aud can be determined 
with suHlcient oconraoy to bo the guide 
of personal and so.-ial conduct. 

In order to see exactly how the race 
sbiiids to-day, it is neoes-sury to look baci: 
and see its state hi the past. Wheihe; 
it has been on tliis earth live thousand 
or au hnudred thousand ^oars, it has 
pro:>ro.<iao I. That mneli is' ocrtaiii, uiid 
ileiiiel by none. »Uiut. tle-n, is the 
cause of this iidMincemeiit 'I'his resn't 
nii;,'lit have l.een aecompli.^hed bye llier 
of two a :;eiieies— by the direct Iraiiiii g 
and supervision of a siipiTUUturul per- 
son, or hy iiiiliiral ])i'oeessea. 

It is stated in the essay that the iioiver 
of ei clesiastical ethics is waning, and the 
probabilities are that it wi.l eontftiiie to 
decrease.

it is decided by the test of conscience 
that the Cioil of the Old Tctameiit is 
immoral ; aixtli, by ecclesiastical aulli"i 
ity meu have been commanded and f r- 
bidden to do man; things which could 
aft'ect tliem noitlier for good nor evil ; 
seventh, its exponents are not nureed as 
to what they shall te:icli. The uiilli.'r 
does not deem it uec ssary to substan- 
tiatv- lliese still. menta, but says only they 
are not to be disregarded so long as held 
by so many. 

Those who teach transcendental or 
intuitional ethics are quickly dlspiised 
i.t. They claim "oonseieiiee to be the 
direct voice of God." l!ut its power is 
ipiestioned f..r the following reasons: 
First, it i.T full of contradictious- even 
in the same eliuroli the.so cuiscientious 
voit'es proiineeh deous dLscovds ; si*-ond, 
consciouoo simply aoys you oiiy/il to do, 
it does not ufv/iat; thii-d, oonseieiiee 
uow known to be not a mysterious aud 
sui>erhnman snide, but the result of ex- 
perience and MNoitT. 

If a list of virtnoi be ma<le out, it will 
be seen that they are anoh things as help 
men, and if Vioes'bfl catalogued, it is plain 
tliat tlioy hurt 

If there be a system o( natural ethi. s 
it must have some such basLs as tliis, 
which is practical and satisfactory. Tlio 
deepest instinct of animal creation is 
life; civilization is improvement iu the 
way of living. The history of individuals, 
nations, and the world, shows that life is 
the only standard of morality. And life 
and happiness aro synouymons, IStit 
liappiDeaa is not gained by tvckleas grot- 
ilic.ition of desires and apiietit -s, bnt by 
wholesome restraints and control. Meu 
us a generiil thing know what is right, 
and their judgment is instantuiieoiis. 
Lastly, the natural motives of right may 
be summed upas "the instinctive, un- 
dying and iJl-iwwerful human desires foe 
life and happiness. " This includes this 
desire, not oiilv for self, but fur all, iiiid 
needs only intelligent guidance to iniike 
it progressively and finally effective.— 
Kantai City Timei.
